This action is in response to the initial filing and preliminary amendment of October 7, 
2004. Claims 3 and 4 are pending and have been considered below. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed March 12, 2005 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all 
other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the document EP 1,096,777 referred to therein has not been 
considered. * 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(1) because 
the lines in Figures 3 and 4 are neither clean nor well defined. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(m) because 
they contain areas of solid black shading, which is not permitted. 

4. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as

6. Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 4 as written is 
dependent on Claim 1, which has been cancelled. The Examiner believes this is a 
typographical error and that Claim 4 is dependent on Claim 3. It will be examined as 
such. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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8. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cass 
etaL (US 5,581,637). 

Claim 3: Cass shows a method for producing an image from a plurality of images 
(Abstract), the method comprising: 

(a) producing the plurality of individual images using a scanning movement 
(Abstract; Figures 1-4; column 3, lines 48-59); 

(b) offsetting the individual images in relation to each other (Figure 2); 

(c) obtaining image information from the individual images as a function of the 
offsetting (Abstract; figure 4); and 

(d) producing the resulting image Using the obtained imagfe information (Abstract; * 
figure 4). 

Claim 4: Cass shows a method as in Claim 3 above, wherein the scanning movement 
is two-dimensional (Abstract; column 3, line 51-55).
